Their remarriage, in 
spite of the fact that Mr. Melter died 
the 9th of last May, legally nullified 
the~alimony order of April 6, 1926.

HANDS ACROSS THE SEA. 


An Associated Press correspondent at Geneva 
cables that some observers feel that a tragedy is. 
being enacted behind the official curtains of the 
conference. The implication seems to be that the 
victim is Anglo-American friendship and codpera- 
tion. 

We trust this view is unduly pessimistic, but it 
is impossible to deny that the course taken by the 
British delegation has shocked American opinion 
and if there is, as seers most probable, a similar 
reaction in Great Britgin from the refusal of our 
government to accept the British viewpoint and 
proposals, our hopes of a durable rapprochement 
between the two branches of the English speaking 
people are going to be chilled. 

The quicker this consequence is frankly faced by 
both countries the better. Certainly American 
opinion cannot but be impressed with the fact 
that the objectives of British policy at the con- 
ference are not only inconsistent with our assump 
tions from the ratio agreement on battleships but 
with what we have taken for the main objectives 
of the Washington conference and the present one 


®t Geneva. The inevitable consequences of the 


British proposal are first the relegation of the 
United States to a probably permanent subordina- 
tion in naval development and second an increase 
of naval expenditure. The proposal to limit the size 
of cruiser types and submersible types and to re- 
duce the permissible caliber of armanent is under- 
stood in this cotntry and it cannot be interpreted 
as a policy of friendly confidence and codperation. | 


~ Jt means the establishment not of a parity but of 


an incontestable British superiority. It means a 
great accession of effective relative strength for 
Great Britain and a serious reduction and limita- 
tion of our own. The proposal on cruiser tonnage 
does not provide for decrease of armament and 
naval expenditure, but might result in an actual 
increase. 

Obviously. Mr. Gibson and his colleagues have 
not the slightest intention of plucking such unpal- 
atable-fruit from the tree of accord. If they 
brought it home in their basket it would be 
promptly pitched out of the window, and mayhap 
they with it. But the effort of the present British 
government to feed it to us is about as indigestible 
as the proposals themselves. It gives us a sharp 
impression of the British conception of Anglo- 
American codperation as founded on our sacrifice 
and our suboraination. It contains for us warning 
of a disposition to thrust aside our ingenuous effort 
at economy afd limitation and to negotiate us into 
a position of hopeless inferiority, if not of serious 
disadvantage even, in relation to other powers 
than Great Britain. | 

Against thé background of world events since 
1914 we will say frankly that the British course 
toward us does not much encourage our sincere 
hope of permanent accord and helpful codperation. 
We entered the European war on the side of Great 
Britain and France after a period of benevolent 
neutrality. We had nothing to do with the making 
¢f yhat war and sought no profit or advantage from 
it not unavoidably implied im the success of the 
cause we identified with that of the nations we 
joined. Going in we tried loyally to assist them 
to victory atid in the effort we developed some of 
our naval and military potentialities. As a result 
we brought our naval construction forward to 
within afew years of naval primacy, at which 
critical stage we called the Washington conference 
and there surrendered the prize within our grasp 
for sake of world peace and the relief of heavily 


burdened peoples. We made the chief sacrifices at 
Washington and would have made more had our 
proposals for a general adjustment and limitation 
been acceptable. 

For our effort to lighten the burden of naval ex- 
penditure for us all, we now seem to be rewarded 
with the assumption that we are pusillanimously 
unwilling to spend for naval power and that there- 
fore our sacrifices are fraudulent and our will to 
expand negligible. For the substantial sacrifices 
offered and realized at Washington tn a sincere 
effort to remove legitimate of anxiety in 
friendly powers we are offered at Geneva the pros- 
pect of permanent subordination and, on the part 
of their chief beneficiary, Great Britain, further 
éxpenditure for the development of her naval dom- 
ination. This is not a policy of relief. It is not a 
policy of stabilization, save on the basis of British

DETERMINING THE AGE 
OF THE FEEBLEMINDED. 

R. W. writes: In a recent case 

an alienist determined the de- 

-..fendant to be abnormal or 

® feebleminded, with the \men- 
tality of a child of nine. 

Have noticed these cases sévefal times 
and have wondered if you would care 
to give us something on the subject. ~. 

How do altenists@determine age of 
their patients? 


REPLY. 

The method was first used by & 
Frenchman, Binet, and usually goes by 
his name, although as it is now used 
it differs considerably from tbe orig- 
inal. 
The method consists in asking the 
person a number of set questions and 
noting the correctness, incorrectness 
and peculiarities of the repli¢s. Some 
of the modifications consist in depart- 
ing from the question and amswer 
method, using othér types of reactions, 
and still others relate to changes in 
the type of questions asked. 

The principle of the test is about 
as follows: The mind of the child grows 
in powers and attainment and changes 
in quality as age advances, The mind 
of a child 12 years differs considerably 
from that of a child of 8. The average 
child follows a quite well defined sched- 
ule in its mental development. In 
feeblemindedness of the higher grades 
the mind stops developing at a certain 
level. The level at which it stopped 
can be determined by these tests. 

The method is not perfect but it is 
about as good or as near perfect as 
any of the methods which we have to 
make use of. 


Age, as measured by the calendar, 
is not always the same as age meas 
uréd by the development of the body 
or mind. X-ray examinations of the 
bores of growing children show some 
to be much more mature at twelve 
than others. Other tests of physical 
growth show that maturity is reached 
earlier than others. Growth may be 
slowed, and then resumed, as stock 
raisers know, 

In the mental field there are retard- 
ed children and backward children. 
These do not keep up with the sched- 
ule, but they finally arrive. Then there. 
are those who grow mentally to a cer- 
tain low level, and then they stop, 
never to go . These are the feeble- 
minded. They grade from idiots at the 
bottom of the scale to high grade 
morons at the other. 

Infantilemindedness a mental 
eondition that is me hat allied to 
but is not the same as feebleminded- 
hess. One trouhle about the present 
situation is that several types of men- 
tal and moral abnormality are con- 
fused with feeblemindedness.

Using the figures given in the bu- 
report, H. P. Ramey, assistant 
Chief engineer for the Chicago sani- 
tary district, yesterday drew a few 


conclusions. 


“The area of Lake Michigan is 
624,476,160,000 square feet,” said Mr. 
Ramey, after covering two large 
sheets of paper with figures. A rise 
of .29 foot in the lake level means 
an increase in volume wf 181,098,086,- 
400 cubic feet. There are 7.48 gallens 


in one cubic foot. 
Effect on Sewage Canal. 


“The Chicago sanitary district 
takes 8,500 cubic feet of water per seo 
ond from the lake to carry its sewage 
down the drainage canal. At thatrate 
it would take eight months for the 
camal to exhaust the June surplus, 
even if no more water should enter 
the lake from rainfall or streams dur- 


ing that period.” 


Reports from the other lakes show 
that Lake Superior gained .37 foot, 
Lake Erie .25 foot, and Lake Ontario 


.16 foot during June.

YYOUR CHILDREN 


YOU AND 


Wages or Allowance? 
Should You Pay Your 


Children for the 
Chores They Do? 


OW do you feel about it? 

I've thought about it a great 
deal and I’ve worked it out to 
my own satisfaction. 


Most of the things we ask our boys 
and girls to do to help us are things 
ip the ordinary course of their lives 
—running errands, drying the dishes, 
chopping wood for the fireplace, mow- 
ing the lawn, scrubbing out the bath- 
tub, setting the table, shelling the 
going for milk and eggs when 
_we're in the country or at camp, 
their own rooms in or.- 
der, putting their toys away, or a 
dozen other things. To my mind, all 
these chores should’ be done as the 
ehildren’s share in or contribution to 
the life of the family. 

If it is an extra duty involving an 
gnusual amount of work or time, then 
they should do it from a natural de- 
gire to help their father or mother. 
Ané they can be brought to this frame 
ef mind by right handling—the simple 
fundamental idea being not so much 
that they ought to do things as that 
ene human being who cares for another 
is giad to be of use to him. a 


I think it's a great mistake to pay 
the children for the chores they do 
for you. They really ought not to 
be allowed to feel that they do things 
for their parents for what they get 
out of it—that anything can be bought 
with money—that they can count on 

g@ material return for the obliging 
tatags they do. It tends to commer- 
ciglize the relation between parents 
and children. It brings money too 
much to the fore in,a child’s conscious- 
ness. It is apt to overemphasize the 
importance of money—to distort a 
child’s values. Money has its place— 
but it should be kept there. 

This is not meant to be a sweeping 


: ‘generalization that no boy or girl 


should ever, under any circumstances, 
be paid for anything he or she does. 
There are times when it solves a prob- 
lem for some temperaments—when it 
helps a mother and father to help their 
child. It may be some work which 
would otherwise have to be paid for, 
but by the doing of which a boy can 
earn money for something he very 
much wants. It may teach him perse- 
yerance, or industry, or to value the 
possession he gains by hard work. 60 


once in a while it may be wise to 


make an exception. But as a rule I 
think it’s a poor way to put money 
into a child’s pockets, 


~o 

I believe they should have money, 
but in the form of an allowance—not 
wages. It teaches them not only the 
value of it, but of other things besides. 
They will learn to plan what they will 
save and what they will spend; they 
can buy presents, and treat you occa- 
JMonally to an ice cream soda or a 
b# of chocolate. It gives them a sense 
of dignity and independence to have 
Something of their own to use, but 


not in the form of pay for the chores 


they do.
